The International Settlement and 
the French Concession of Shang- 
hai are, of course, « differently 
situated. On all sides they have 
portions of a huge Chinese city, & 
coveted prize in the eyes of all 
factions, and one for which they 
all atrive. Impositions by the pre- 
vailing’ Commander ‘of Greater 
Shanghai (as the’ native city is 
known) are all: too common, and 
of late, under the Chiang Kai- 
shek regime, have been growing 
unbearable. : Hence the formation 
of the Fasclsti: which, although 
apparently of British origin, opens 
its ranks to all foreign nationals. 
Its purpose, as, set forth in the 
news column ie,. in. short, to 
cleanse the Settlement and the 
French Conceasion of all bad Chin- 
ese influence; and whilst it would’ 
protect. the interests of foreign- 
ers to the utmost as, for instance, 
working for the retention of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs an 
the Salt Gabelle, it has in mind 
the thousands of peacefully-inclin- 
ed Chinese who dwell within the 
foreign-controlled areas. This is 
evident from its declared Intention 
of assisting the authorities in 
establishing a Court of Justice in 
the Settlements which cannot be 
influenced by any party politics. 
Recent criticism upon the work- 
ing of the Provisional Court (for- 
merly the International’ Mixed 
Court) has no doubt prompted 
this determination. The Fascisti 
has broadcast a number of other 
laudable reasons for its existence 
and, we think, may do some good 
in a mixed foreign settlement like 
we have in Shanghai. It certain- 
ly has as'a-guide and a source of 
encouragement the Constitutional 
Defence League of Shanghai, an 
international body which was 
formed around two years ago to 
combat Bolshevism in the Settle- 
ment and which has done, accord- 
ing to the municipal authorities, 
exceptionally good work.

_ STREET WAIFS. 


There has been much criticism 
outside the Soviet Union of the 
existence in‘its midst of large 
numbers of ‘“bezprizorni”’ or 
“shelterless’” children. Much of 
this -criticism ‘is justified, - but 
much of it is based upon greatly 
exaggerated reports. The regis- 
tration of these boys in the homes 
provided ‘for them tp and down 
the country serves as a fairly ac- 
curate guide to their number, for 
in ‘the winter time the majority 
of .these vagrants must néeds 
seck. the shéltcr of a roof at least 
for the night. Last year it was 
estimated that there were about 
300,000 “bézprizorni” in the whole 
Union of Sovict Republics, 

From time to time an organis- 
ed search is ‘made by the police 
for the “bezprizorni”, in the 
streets of. the large towns; one 
took: place in Moscow in April, 
The searchers looked; according to 
one newspaper report, “in the 
dust-boxes, in deep crevices.in the 
walls, ‘in dark passages, . in 
cellars.” The result was that 450 
were brought in. = They were 
lodged in prisons for a night, 
“classified,” ang ‘sent to different 
homes and labour colonies, - Of’ 
the 450 children brought in-2' per 
cent. were from 8 to 12 years of 
age, 25 per cent. were 12-16, 45 per 
cent. were 16-18, and 28 per cent. 
were 18-20 and older. The aid of 
this search had been not only. to 
bring. in the homeless children 
up to 16 years of age, but more 
especially to get hold. of those 
grown-up youths who grther 
young boys round them, organise 
them into gangs, and teach them 
various crimes. Most of +these 
young men have been sentenced 
to prison many times. On a re- 
cent visit to one of the receiving 
homes for criminal boys I saw 
three boys brought in by the 
police, having been .arrested' for 
theft. The smallest: who looked 


probably older, had an impudent 
little fnec stained with blue dye, 
and he looked about ‘him quite 
bold and unabashed. It ‘will be no 
light task to “reclaim” such a de- 
praved piece of humanity. The 
third boy was better dressed than 


of|the others and seemed anxious to 
the bur East. but'that-of the world|hi 


‘his face. He had been happy 
here and had not: wanted to go’ 
back to the streets, but. he was 
sent to a labour colony which he 
did not like. The lure of the free 
life had been too great for himand 
he had made his escape. . 

‘The ‘Soviet Government has 
tried various methods for dealing 
with the problem of the “bezpri- 
zorni.” When it was found that 
the ordinary children’s homes 
could not attract and hold the’ 
wilder elements, experiments 
were made in placing them out in 
peasants’ families or putting them 
to work in trade schools and Gov- 
ernment institutions.’ That these 
new methods are giving some re- 
sult is'shown .by the'fact that 
during the past year 4,000 child- 
ren passed from the children’s 
homes to factories, over 1,000 to 
the higher and middle trade 
schools, and a large ‘number to

The success, or failure of an in- 
stitution seems ‘to: depend, as 
much on''the personality of the 


teachers and those in charge as, 


on the financial situation. My 
visit to three different: types of 
institution recently bears this out. 
In the two homes where the per- 
sonnel - was sympathetic and 
where food and equipment were 
good the results were very credit- 
able. ‘In the third institution, 
which is a “night shelter,” it was 
evident that very little of real 
value was being achieved. Re- 
cently a workshop has been start- 
ed In connection with this night 
shelter. | Shoemaking, - basket- 
making, and drawing are taught, 
If the boys wish to work they re- 
main during the day, and some of 
them become interested, and .are 
then sent to other institutions as 
soon as,vacancies occur, ‘We were 
told that about half of the boys 
who come elect to stay and work. 
Some of the boys were: quiet and 
orderly, but most had an untamed 
appearance, —. pes og 

"Che sécond home I visited ‘pro- 
duced a much more favourable im- 
pression, This plice had accom- 
modation for.700 boys; there were 
actually 674 there on the day of 
my visit. The floors were scrub- 
bed, the bed linen: was clean, and 
the boys themselves neat and 
tidy. The young man—the as- 
sistant director—who showed me 
everything there was to be seen 
was very pleasant and on the most 
friendly terms with the boys, who 
seemed to respect and like him. 
On an average they stay from 
three to four months, after which 
they go on to some school or fac- 
tory or -enter a-trade. In the 
summer months they all go to ‘the 
country and take part in farm 
work. About fifteen boys | are 
brought in from the streets each 
day.’ Last’ year (October. 1925- 
1926) 23 per cent. of the boys 
who were brought in were illiter- 


ate. : 
The third institution I ‘visited 
was a recelving“home for 120 
criminal . boys. I was also im- 
pressed here ‘by the friendly at- 
mosphere between the personnel 
and the children, and by the sym- 
pathetic’ personality of the head 
teacher’ who showed me round, 
Here the task is'a more difficult 
one, as it is a question of dealing

They extricated him gently and 
placed him: in, an ambulance, 
where the rescuers were told that 
he was not Papani, but Bill Nye, 
an elderly chimrey-sweeper who 
lived.on the top floor.

They renewed the search and 
at last, Papani was found dead, 
seven hours after the collapse, 
Mrs. Nye was’ also found dead,, 
two hyurs later. | ; 

A workman, engaged on the 
premises, portions of which were 
shored up‘with props, says he, 
‘saw a sudden cracking. The 
foreman went‘to the telephone to 
inform the manaver, but before he 
got there, the house crashed, 


purely through moral suasion. 
‘fhe boys.are kept underjock and 
key except orice a day, when they 
zo out for a walk or work or pihy 
in ‘the yard. On an ‘average 
twelve to fifteen escape each 
month, . They are kept here for 
several months and then sent on 
to some labour colony. or agricul- 
tural or other training institu- 
tion: ’ ; a . 
There is certainly no doubt that 
the Soviet Government recognises 
the “bezprizorni” as one of its 
most serious problems, and that 
it is making honest efforts to deal 
with it. In the last two years the 
Government has spent 3,100,000 
roubles (£329,128) on the fight 
against child vagrancy.—Corres- 
pondent to “Manchester Guar- 
dian,” moos .

FACING DEATH 10 SATISFY 
'. WHIMS OF FASHION. "- 


‘We are all familiar with the car- 


toon.of the perspiring gentleman 
in dress suit crawling under the 
bed in search of an elusive pearl 
atud, and we have long become 
used to the joke of the pearl but- 
ton, that left its owner stranded 
at a social function. ‘ 

‘The common pearl button is so 

familiar to oup daily life that'we 
little ‘think of: the dangers and 
hardships: that are undergone ta 
provide civilisation with this: very 
necessary thing. “My Ladye” 
wheh ‘she adorns her neck. with a 
string of pearls gives no thought 
of the manner in which they were 
won.from the sea. oe og 
' It may not be commonly known 
that Western Australia supplies 
three-quarters of the world’s éut- 
put of pearls, and that Broome, 
lying high near Buccaneer Archi- 
pelago, is the source of the main 
supply, Broome boasts a popula- 
tion of about 2,000, comprising 
Japanese, Malays, \ Koepangers, | 
half-castes of varying hue, Eng- 
fishmen and Jews.” It is a town- 
ship typical of the East, and the 
languor that characterises East= 
ern ports pervades’it.: 

Over 1,000 Japanese crowd into 
& Space in the Japanese quarter 
that could house few more than a 
dozen Europeans and all the weird 
.smelis of the Orient assail the 
nostrils, and all the jargon offends 
the ears in this little Japan, 

A Strange Picture. 

It is a strange: picture this, to 
be found in Australia, for ‘down 
the coast the sands look white in 
the tropical sun, and camel teams, 
with. their turbaned ° Afghan 
drivers, come rolling .up with 
great bales, of sandalwood for 
shipment to’the East. 

The shop fronts are ®adorned 
with strange Japanese writings, 
and.men come running up with 
queer ‘gait of the East, swinging 
baskets on a long pole, as they did 
in Japan hundreds of years ago. 
Along the road a group of abori- 
ginal prisoners is working, guard. 
ed by a white policeman armed 
With a rifle. The prisoners are 
shackled together with chains and 
bars, like natives in the Congo. 

At the wharf are piled cases of 
pearl shell, and in the, distance 
the pearling luggers can be seen 
combing: the sea bed for its shell. 
‘Strange ‘trees and, flowers grow 
in this forgotten corner, great 
baobab trees, é 
multi-coloured flowers, A: butcher 
bir utters its tantalising call 
from a near by tree, white cocka- 
toos scream. as they fly overhead. 

On the mud-flats luggers lie on 
their sides, with sea birds resting 
on their rotting planking, and an 
aboriginal’ “lubra” drags her 
weary feet along the beach with a 
string of fish that she has caught, 

Yet pearling.is one,of the most 
important industries of the West.

It seems certain that, excluding 
the value of agricultural land, 
foreigners to-day control as much 
wealth in this country as the 
whole Chinese people. This fact 
is dimly realised by the Chinese 
political world and is one of the 
more’ obscure reasons for the 
present agitation. The Japanese 
are second to.the British with 
‘perhaps half ‘their. total invest- 
ment, and the French, if all mis- 
sion property is included, cannot 
be far behind. Many. other 
nationalittes have formidable 
figures. * . : : 

The official list of the Belgian 
investments in North-China’ (mis- 
sion property excluded) showing 
a total of £1714 millions sterling, 
will come a3 a surprise to many. 
It is facts like these which. tend 
to prove that present-day . diplo- 
macy has: inadequately under- 
stood that vast accimulations of 
wealth are threatened by the pre- 
sent uproar in China and that the 
time ‘has come to afford adequate 
protection not only to trade but 
to investments which have -been 
made during. the last 70 years 
under specific Treaty guarantecs. 

Probably the gross total for all 
nationalities is. now between 
£1,200 millions and £1,400 mil- 
lions, an amount of development 
the Chinese people certainly do
